The C hartlers valley from W ashing­ 
ton, Pa , to Mc Kees Rocks.

Overruled. 


New York, Sept. 4.—T h e trial of Po­ 
lice Lieutenant Charles Becker on an 
indictm ent charging bim with the m ur­ 
d er of H erm an Rosenthal, the gain 
bier, will begin here Thursday, Sept. 
12, before Suprem e Court Justice John 
W. Goff, appointed by Governor Dix 
to m ake a "relentless investigation in­ 
to all the ram ifications of the Roseu- 
thai murder. 
T he date was Axed after the case 
bad been transferred from the couit 
of general sessions to the extraordi­ 
nary term of the suprem e court. 
No 
d ate was set for the trial of the six 
o thers Indicted with Becker. 
Becker 
was arraigned for pleading, but on the 
advice of counsel he refused to plead. 
A technical pica of uot guilty was 
thereupon 
entered for him 
by the 
court. 
District Attorney W hitm an 
began 
the exam ination of a panel of fifty 
men from which will be chosen the 
grand jury to which all evidence ob­ 
tained at the John Doe graft proceed­ 
ings will be submitted. 
When the nineteenth tentative grand 
juror had been selected it was found 
that the panel was exhausted, only 
thirty-seven of 
the fifty summ oned 
having appeared. 
Justice Goff tbeu 
announced that he would have to dis 
charge 
the 
entire panel, Including 
those who bari been selected, as un 
der th e law the Jury m ust be selected 
from one panel. A new panel was or­ 
dered drawn. 
Counsel for Becker protested th a t 
be was not ready to go to trial aud 
insisted that he needed a week at 
least for further preparation 
Justice 
Guff quickly overruled four motions 
brought by Mr. Mc Intyre to obtain a 
delay, and at Mr. W hitm an's request 
set the trisi for Tuesday, Sept. lo. 
A fter a conference with Mr. W hit­ 
man, however, the date of the trial 
was 
changed by Justice Goff from 
Tuesday. Sept. lo, to T huisday, Sept 
12. 
This wa* done because B e ck e rs 
counsel refused to waive the usual 
two days' allowance granted before 
the opening of a term of court.

moves of Johu F. McIntyre, the Indict­ 
ed policem an's t hief counsel, to ob 
tain the delay so much desired by the 
defense, 
were 
overruled by Justice 
Goff 
T hree m otions to avoid pleading 
to the indictm ent were swept aside by 
the judge almost before Mr. McIntyre 
bad finished making them 
Finally 
when every effort to gain more time 
bad failed, Hecker refused to plead 
Mr. W hitm an relentlessly objected 
to every effort of Hecker’* counsel to 
gain a stay, and Justice Goff upheld 
the o b je c tio n s The first motion wheu 
court convened was made by W hit­ 
man. 
It was that the trial of Becker 
be transferred from the court of gen­ 
eral sessions to the suprem e court. 
Justice Gciff granted the motion. Th* 
next motions of the district attorney, 
which were also granted, were that 
Becker be ordered to plead and that 
Mr W hitm an be allowed to exam ine 
the jurors iii the "John Doe" case. 
After the trial date had been set 
and Becker rem anded to the Tombs, 
a conference was held between Jus­ 
tice Guff, District Attorney W hitman 
I and McIntyre.

Talk of a Separate Republican State 


Ticket la Again Revived In Phila­ 


delphia. 


Philadelphia. Sept. 4 —“W ithin the 
next forty eight hours court proceed 
ing* will be instituted with the object 
of compelling the removal of Roose­ 
velt men from tile regular Republican 
electoral ticket and the substitution 
of Taft meu.” 
This declaration was made with em ­ 
phasis by Senator Penrose in his of­ 
fice, following a num ber of confer­ 
ence* with state and city Taft leaders 
and a m eting of the Republican city 
committee. 
It was tile senator’s first public ut­ 
terance on the electoral question and 
it was made in a way that clearly indi­ 
cates the vigorous action th a t is to be 
taken. 
Significant in this connection was 
the fact thut the Republican city com ­ 
m ittee held a m eeting and adjourned 
without indorsing either the national 
or the state Republican ticket. 
Ad­ 
journm ent was taken until next T u es­ 
day, when the leaders hope that the 
situation will have become so clarified 
that they will know what course to 
take with respect to indorsing the Re­ 
publican state ticket. 
The present Republican state ticket 
is strictly a Flinn proposition. These 
things promptly gave rise to specula 
lion am ong the political gossips, 
it 
wa* recalled that Flinu had announced 
that it Hie regular Hepubli ana an ta g ­ 
onized his state ticket he would not 
perm it the Roosevelt electors lo get 
off the Republican ticket.
